The town of Ouro Preto, the old city of Vila Riea, State of Minas Gerais, has been declared a national 
monument and its hallowed streets are a constant reminder of the love of independence which has existed 
in Brazil since early days. This interesting photograph shows how carefully the early monuments of the 


town have been preserved. In the 


late nineteenth century a North American traveler, Mrs. Marie Robin- 


son Wright, visited Ouro Preto and penned these words as she gazed upon the scene above: “In the prin- 
cipal public square, appropriately named Praca da Independéneia, stands a marble column, surmounted 
| by a statue of the martyred Tiradentes. commemorating the execution of the patriot; the pedestal of 
the monument is the original stone which was used as a pillory for the condemned, and to which he was 
bound when publicly seourged upon the very spot now marked by the splendid column . . . The locality 
where once stood the home of Tiradentes. which was destroyed. is guarded as sacredly as is the public 
square that was the scene of his execution, when his head was exposed on a pike as a warning to all

Edueation 
Not much has been written on 
education in Brasilia. NOVACAP 
now maintains two public schools 
on the elementary level and two 
econdary schools. These are filled 


with the children of the engineers 
and laborers who are doing the 
construction work. 

The Ministry of Education and 
Culture plans four grade schools 
for each group of 15,000 residents. 
Each of these grade schools will 
have a capacity of 480 pupils. In 
addition, there will be four kinder- 
gartens with 160 pupils in each of 
them. 

Since the city is arranged into 
blocks, each such unit, with a 
population of from 2,500 to 3,000 
persons, will have a grade school 
and a kindergarten. Thus, every 
child will find school facilities 
near his residence. There will be 
no need to cross streets since the 
distance from home to school will 


never be more than 300 feet. 


Park-Schools 
Each group of four’ grade 
schools will have its park-school. 
These units will provide activity 
programs for 1,920 pupils. The 
children will be able to engage in 
outdoor work, recreation, games, 
choral singing, library and group 
and artistic activities.
